The cjue.stion thai was asketi was 
what tan the HCS cotntmmity ck) 
to help tho.se who had been affected 
by tlie ice storm. We had one tele- 
phone number and i)ne student who 
volunteered immediately. The stutlent 
made the one phone call on Monday, 
January 12ih, and a.sked what BCS 
could do to help. She was tokl "they" 
would call back. Sure enough a tew 
hours later an eighty- year-old w(.>nian 
called and said .she had pillows and 
blankets to bt- j<iven to victims of the 
ice storm, could they he picked up? 
They were picked up Monday afler- 
noon. There was no further word from 
those who would call liack, ant! when 
the student tried calling again, there 
was no answer. 

I 'mil Tuesday. 

On Tuesday, there was an urgent 
call hom SyKain ft)r Patricia - the first 
of many. Could a group go to the 
Black Triangle to help. It was agreed 
that a group of students and staff 
could Ix' organized to go the next day. 
On Wednesday the llrsl gnjup .set t>ff 
for [lx.'rfille; there were twenty in the 
first group. Driving down the higii- 
way, al,>out an hour out from fiCS, 
everyone suddenly noticed that every 
single tree hatl been broken by the 
storm. The scene tin anival at Ilx.-i^'ille 
was tine of utter devastation. Trees, 
branches, wires and ]ioles were dow n 
all over the place, and there was ice 
ever>'where. The group checked in at 
the "Centre de Co-ortli nation" and was 
sent to a k)cal high school to clear up 
broken trees and branches. The 
school had been transformed into a 
.shelter for 2^0 men. women and chil- 



tlren. The group worked outside all 
tlay in temperatures of -25° C. The 
people at the .school were stunned 
that a group frotn I,ennt>wille hatl 
cotne tt> help. It was their fir.st contact 
with the outside world. .At one point 
in the aftermxin they insi.sied that the 
group stL)p their work and come 
inside for some Iberville ho.sjiitality. 
The group wa.s treateti to thinks anti 
cookies, and a tour of the shelter. 

There were five more groups that 
.sulisequenily went out to the Black 
Triangle, two to Saint jean-sur Riche- 
lieu, two to Saint riy,s;icinthe, and one 
again to Ibenille. Each time the pat- 
tern was the same: the group checketl 
in with tiie co-ortlinators, was 
a.ssigned the work for the day and set 
to work. Jobs included working in di.s- 
tnbutit>n centres, tie live ring fire wo(xl 
and clearing broken trees. In each 
place the .siuprise and the welcotne 
were the same; people were touched 
that a group of secontlary school stu- 
tlcnts anti staff had come from 
Lennox vi lie to help. 

Two weeks later, on .Monday mtjm- 
ing Patricia again goi a call from Sy!- 
vain, this time there was no urgency in 
hLs voice. The job was done, the work 
was completed and he wantetl the 
address of BCS to send a letter of 
thanks to all those who hatl helped. 

Our wann thanks go to tojcx" .Scott, 
who protiuced .Mcf5onak Is dinners lor 
one of the crevkS and to Hoger PoulicJt 
who not only drove the bus for all .six- 
excursions at half his normal price, btii 
also joineti in the work when he got 
there.

BCS is a community of learning. I spent the last 
hour in a F'orm V Physieal .Science class, ,\ly lal> 
partner anti 1 were tiying to tielermine the projier- 
lies of a .solenoid - .soincihing to tio w ith magnets, 
ihe elevejT students and I made numerotrs ciisan - 
cries which were enthusia.'^iically sliared while our 
teacher prov'itled encoiiragenient and a key clue or 
two. These siu(,lents wanted to learn, and the class 
was gi\ ing them the tools with which to learn for 
tliemsehes. We teachers at BCS foster a desire to 
le.iin in each of our stiKlents. primarily by sharing 
with them our own enthusiasm for the subjects we 
teach.

She .started to lose her .southern accent 
during her third year of university, which she spent 
at the I'niversity of London, and continued to lose 
it during her .■^2-year (and counting) marriage to 
Norman (B(;S '^8). They have five children ranging

.school except HilaiT, the youngest, who is stiitlying 
Fine Aits at liishop's L'niversity.

lieneker was trained as an 
architect in London before, at 
the age of .^J, he succeedetl 
.^lexantler Tilloch Gait l!s the 
t^ommi.ssioner of the British 
American Land <.:ompany - a 

London-ha.sfd linn whose Chairman of the Board 
Canadian I ieatl Office was in of Bishop's College 
Shedirooke. Quebec, Tiie pri- School, 

mary purpo.se of this company was to acquire lantl 
along the Si. Fr:uicis Kiver Valley and lo have it ."ietlletl 
by men and wonien froni the British Isles. 

Lrom his arrival in Sherhrcx>ke in IkSS until his 
retirement back to Britain in 1902. Heneker served the 
kita! community with uncommon generosity. He co- 
founded the I-'a,stcrn To\\n,>ihips Li.mk (now absorbed 
by the CIHC): he w lis Presitlent of the Sherbrooke Gas 
antl Waier Company to \\ liich was atkled the I'lectric 
Lij^ht Compaiu: President of the Sherbrooke and 
.\lagog lioatl Ojinjiany and Secret a r>' -Treasurer of the 
St, Francis i^ ,Meg:mtic International Railway c;ompa- 
n\ , He w as instrumental in the fountling of the Sher- 
brooke Proie.'itani 1 lospii.il. and .seived as its llr.si Pres- 
itlent until he retired. 

He became a trustee of Bishoji's Ckjilege in ISS9 
and was elected (^^hancelior of Rishops Iniwrsity 
from IK7y-l<X)2. As Bishops College School was .still 
untler the governance of the university in those years, 
this meant that he was coincklentally the Chairman of 
the Bishop's College School Board. 

His commitmejit lo the School was made appaient 
when he launched an appeal to "Friends of Public

The Right Re\ erend James William X^iilliams. Bish- 
op of Queliec, was the founding tihainnaji of ihe 
Board of Compton Ladies' College - later King's 
Hall. 

Born in hS2T to the rector of Banghurst. Hamp- 
.shiiv, Williams v\as raised, educated and ordained 
in FnglaiKl, M the age of thitty-two, he came to 
Canatla, to Lennox ville, where he became the Hec- 
tor of the lunior Department of Bishop's Cx>liege - 
which is to say. Headmaster of BCS. The School 
had been clo.scd for three years befoi*e his arri\'al. 
hut tinder his wise hand and good jutigement. it 
re\i\ed and grew to o\ erflowing ai I'SO injys in 

It w as in this year that he was consecrated as 
Bishop of Quebec. He was well aware of the need 
for an Anglican girls* school in the province and 
expressed considerable frustration at the apjjareni 
inafiility of the diocese to take action. In 1S74, he 
put an t:-n<.\ to this fru.stnition and became the first 
Chairman of Compion l.atiies College, It is interest- 
ing that his son, Lennox Waldron Williams (.an Okl 
Boy of BCS). administered the Last Rights to his 
father at his untimely death in \H92. and later was 
himself elected Bishop <A Quebec and ser\ eti as 
('hairman of the Ikxird for Kin"'s Hall.

by now , the new students should Ik- well .settled 
into lies. The new stucients. I feel quite conficlent. 
have been well taught by the old ernes what the 
rules really are. Despite that, each day I still ha\e lo 
remind a tew of you to tuck in your shiits, tighten 
your ties and button down your collars. ,-\fter all. its 
only Ix'en three months. Maylx' iho.se of you who 
haven't learned in your previous years here can 
lake lessons from the new students w ho seem to 
have it untier control. 

One of my good friends asked me vthy I like 
being a I'refeci. I didn't have an answer at first, but 
the more I thought about it. tiie more convintetl I 
became that 1 like it because it gives me a chance 
to talk to everyone. Being a Prefect puts a few 
H-'Strictions on \()ur lijial year but for me the reiurn 
t get from yoit guys is enough to keef) me going.

rules Lint! meei all the deadlines. Sometimes it feels 
like we don 1 leally ha\e any IVee time. 1 know it 
hapix'ns to me. Hut when it does. I rememl->er wtiat 
my brothers. Mark and Keith, told me. Bolh of them 
are Old l.k)ys and ihey ve gone through the same 
things we're going tiirough now , ihey complained 
about the same things we do but nov\ they say that 
the times ihey had at bCS were some of the best 
times of their lives.
